CLASSIFICATION OF TRUCKS 


All freight vehicles and trucks, in addition to paying the fees 
set out below, must also pay the usual motor vehicle license as 
formerly, according to whee] base measurement, 

CLASS A.—Includes all trucks used as public carriers for 
freight haulage. Fees printed below. ‘ 

CLASS 8.—lIncludes all freight vehicles other than those in 
the other classes. Fees printed below. 

CLASS C.—Includes trucks operating within cities, towns and 
villages. These are permitted to operate outside to’ the extent of 
five miles beyond the corporate boundaries of the cities, towns or 
villages in which they are licensed. No fee in th’'s clasg other than 
usual motor license. 

CLASS D.—includes trucks owned by farmers, market gar- 
denérs or ranchers and used for the transporting of their own pro- 
perty. No fee other than usual motor license. 

CLASS E.—Includes trucks in Classes “C” and “D” used for 
hauling grain between August Ist and December 3ist in’ one year. * 
Fees in th’s: class one-quarter of those in Class“B”. 


FEES FOR CLASSES “A” and “B” 

Fees for Classes “A” and “B” are figured on gross weight, 
wh'ch shail mean the combined weight of the chassis, body and cab 
of the freight vehicle and the manufacturer’s rated carrying capacity. 

Pees in these classes range from 50 cents per 100 Ibs. to $1.75 
per 100 Ibs. according to their weight classification.

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ISOLATION HOSPITALS | 


Our older readers may recall the 
time when they used to hold their 
breath in passing a house which was 
placarded for a communicable dis- 
ease. They may also remember. that 
isolation hospitals were built away 
from the residential area, and that 
the smallpox hospital was regarded 
as a pest house. 

That attitude can be understood 
when we realize that, in the past, it 
wag generally bel'eved that the com- 
municable diseases were air-borne, It 
was during the same period also,thar 
Sewer-gas was considered to be 4 
serious menace and was regarded as 
the cause of many ills. 

We know that disease is not air- 
borne, and we know too that the 
germs of disease are usually spread 
n a fairly direct manner from the 
sick to the well, or by the transf.r- 
ence of fresh, germ laden secretions. 
The sick are ‘solated in order to set 
up a barrier which will prevent con- 
tact of the sick with the wel], and so 
stop any chance of the transfer ot 
secretions. : 

Isolation hospitals are required be- 
cause in many homes it is not pos- 
sible to isolate the case. To begin 
with, the home may be overcrowded 
and so a separate room is not ava1- 
able, The case of communicable. dis- 
ease requires nursing care, and the 
mother ,who has other children to 
look after cannot give her whole time 
to the case, If the case is a serious 
one, then the treatment facilities: of 
a hospital are required as they are

The facilities for treat 
ment and the'eare given to patients 
are of just as high an order as 'n 
any other hospital, ‘ 

We are coming to the time when 
isolat‘on hospitals will not be built 
away from the community, but will 
form part of the genera! hospital. 
There is no danger: in an isolation 
hospital. It isone of the safest places 
‘n the world, because the necessary 
precautions are taken there to pre- 
vent the spread of. disease germs.
